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Ex«cuHve CommittM Protests Actions 
Of Local American Veterans Group

• CONTROVERSY over American Veterans Committee activities on 
campus came to a head last nisht when the Executive Committee of the 
University Veterans Club presented recommendations for action by Presi- 
dent Cloyd H. Marvin to members of the chapter at its meeting In the 
Hall of Government. 

In the recommendation, the veterans state that “Chapter 341 o? the 
American Veterans Committee has deliberately tried, to convince the 
public that It represents the six thousand student veterans at The Geofge 
Washington University. SUtements to this effect have frequently appeared 
In the local press. The Veterans Club emphatically states that Chapter 341 
of the AVC Ls not speaking for the student veterans of The George Wash- 
ington University." 

The Committee further points out that/the AVC chapter has con- 
tinuod to call itself the George Washington Chapter when actually It 
has been denied recognition as a campus organisation because of Its 
nature as a national political and propaganda organization receiving its 
policies and orders from a national headquarters. “Repeated requests to 
discontinue using the name of the University and to correct the Impres- 
sion that, It has fostered have be^n ^gnored” the recommendation reads. 

As a third point, the group recommends that the University notify 
Chapter 341 of the AVC that It may no longer use University buildings 
for Iff meetings or for any other purpose and that it Immediately slop’ 
using the University name as a chapter designation. 

Fourth recommendation reads 'The Student Veterans Club of The 
George Washington University further has Instructed Its Executive Com- 
mittee to recomm»»nd to the University that whenever Utner Auditorium 
is opened to the public atjarge In commercial ventures, no one be ex- 
cluded on the bksis of race, and that If the University is unwilling to 
adopt this pdllcy, It restrict the use of Llsner Auditorium to University 
functlons.*C \ 

The Veterans Club at the University Is the only organization of 
veteran students which has been Recognized officially by the Student Liff 
Committee. 

Lpst spring, a chapter of the American Veterans Committee applied 
for recognition to the Student Life Committee but was denied, on the 
basis of .Its political nature. Since that time, however, the AVC has 
Adopted “George Washington" as Its chapter name, has used University 
buildings for meetings, and^^ostod notices on University bulletlia-boards 
and classroom btackboariH. 

Contention began at the Student Council political forum on October 
14 In Lisner Auditorium when the president of Howard University and 
other Negroes were refused admission to the forum. Members of AVC 
later appeared *at a Student Council meeting and proposed a motion with 
regard to the racial discrimination policy of tha University. The Council 
voted the motion down. Members then submitted a letter te the .editors 
of The HaUhet, which was published Ip ttw October 31 issue.

• THE REGISTRAR’S office now 
has 10,925 registration forms on 
Die, Dr. Bumice H. Jarman, regis- 
trar, apnounced last Saturday, 
with about 200 more yet to come 
from the Veterans Office. Leonard 
Vaughn, assistant director of Vet- 
eran's Education, corrected the 
latter figure to an exact count of 
206. which when the forms reach 
the Refiitration Office wlU bring 
the total enrollment up to 11.131. 

Previously, Dr. Mitchell Drs^, 
Director of Veterans Education, an- 
nounced that 6,018 veterans were 
enrolled. ThU means that 54 per 
cent of the University students 
this year are veterans. 

When broken down, the registra- 
tion figure of 10.925 is distributed 
among the schools and divitlms 
at follows: Junior College, 3.TM; 
Columbian College, 712; Graduate 
Council 42; University students. 
t934; Special students, 1,927; Medi- 
cine. .325; Law, 816; Engineering. 
835; Education, 240; Government. 
316: Phiarmacy, 18; and SecreUrial

Nobel Prize Winner Grants 
Interview; Describes Work 


Annirersary Copy 
Of Veferans Paper 
Will Be Printed 


• DR. HERMANN JOSEPH MUL- 
LER, this year’s winner of the 
bel Prize for medicine and physl- 
ology.'spoke with reporters In an 
Interview at the University last 
Friday regarding hii achievements 
which resulted in his winning 
the award. 

Accompanied by Dr. Benjamin D. 
Van Evera. professor at the Uni- 
versity of Copenhagen and a world 
renowned physicist, Dr. Muller left 
a session of a scientific conference 
long enough, to meet reporters in 
room D-101 and answer questions 
regarding his outstanding work, 
which has won for him tfle Nohcl 
Prize with its world-wide prestige. 
The award also includes a grant 
of approximately 638;000. 

The discovery that won the prize 
was made 20 years ago when Dr. 
Muller was at’ the University of 
Texas. He found that by exposing 
the fruit fly. Drosophila, to X-rays, 
mutations of changes In the genes 
of living things could be accom- 
plished. His experiment produced 
filet with extra wings and legs 
along with other abnormal features. 
These tame rays, according to Dr, 
Muller, are capable of producing 
mutations In humans. They may 
not become evident, however, for 
a thousand years. 

Similar enMmatlons are produced 
by radium and by atomic bombs. 

At present a professor of zoology 
at the University of Indiana, Dr. 
MuUer, who is barely five feet UU 
and exceptionally clean cut, wHh a 
studlous^ppearance. has a long rec- 
ord of adiolastlc achtevementa. The 
second zoologist ever to win the 
Nobel Prize, he was a student at 
Columbia tlnlverslty of Dr. Thomas 
Runt Morgan, who was the first 
to receive the award. Besides Ms 
work at Colombia and Texas Unl- 
vqrslUea, Dr. Muller has taught at 
Rice Institute and Amherst Oot- 
lege. From 1933 to 1937 he was 
senior genetieiat at the Institute 
o< Gisjiftiei M MWVFn . i a » .

* AMID THE TUMULT and turmoil taking place on 
the campus, we pose to the' student body a problem 
for which liie Hatchet has been criticized by both the 
collegiate press association and student factions at 
the University. 

The question has never been more timely than at 
the present moment. And that is, “Should a college 
newspaper delve Into the realm of national, interna- 
tional, and political Issues f’ 

There is no doubt that this University newspaper 
has concentrated upon entering controversial issues 
concerning University internal affairs, but the occa- 
sion has been rare indeed when this publication has 
tempted the students to . think and act not only as 
scholars but as citizens of the Nation. 

The Hatchet In the past few weeks has taken a 
verbal beating from all aides for refusing to take a 
stand upon an Incident which is fast developing into a 
topic of discussion throughout many circles in the 
country. 

We do not wish to come out blandly and state that 
It Is the purpose of a college newspa^r to mould the 
political thoughts of its readers. But we do feel that 
It It the ethi^ duty of any newspaper to present to 
Its readers both aides of an Issue, assuming, of course, 
that a person of college standing is capable of arriving 
at a rational decision of which side is right and which 
si'le Is wrong. 

It Is not our purpose to attempt to affect a solu- 
tion of the Lisner problem. Hie obvious furor which 
the racial problem has created hM proved that this 
student body has not reached that point of intellec- 
tual sterility of which It has been accused. 

But, the hot-headed manner iii which both factions 
have approached this question has Served as testimony 
that this student body has played a dual role of an 
ostrich sticking its head in the ground and the butter- 
fly flailing wildly as it comes out of its cocoon. 

This would seem to indicate that students should 
cuQstantly be aware of the fact that there is a world 
outside the University. And this is seemingly answer- 
ing the proposed question of whether it is the duty of 
a college newspaper to consider in its coverage of news 
an I editorials the problem of national issues. 

On the other hand, there is overwhelming conten- 
tli n that a college newspaper should reflect, when pos- 
sible, the majority opinion of the student b<xly. How- 
ever, it remains an editorial impossibility for this 
newspaper to ascertain ^ust how the majority of the 
University students feel. 

The reason for this is simple. So far, we have 
heard only from two voelfss<^ mlnoritias which 
make up about two per cent of the University enroll- 
ment. The other ninety-eight per cent Is serving as 
a disinterested body of citizens. 

When The Hatchet learns on any Issue how a 
good cross section of the student body feels on a mat- 
ter, then only will it attempt to arrive at a conclusion 
based not only upon the opinion of the Board of Ed- 
itors, but also upon the feeling of the student body. 

We refuse, however, to settle any broad issue 
when even the Board of Editors is divided.

BOOK REVIEW

•A FEW HOURS with the British author George Or- 
well is time well spent. Fundamentally, his recently 
published one hundred page book entitled “Animal 
Farm” is the expression of his belief that the Russian 
“experiment’’ in soclaU|sm has not turned out, to be as 
salutary as expected. On the surface, however, the 
book is an amusing fable which tells of the evolution 
of an animal society from a disorganized, quadruped 
to an organized, biped stage. 

This startling change bi animal behaviorism is 
described as being t)ie end result of an act of revolt 
against man on the part of some domestic animals 
who, at one time, were living comfortably on an 
' English farm. The rebellion was Instigated by an 
old pig, a visionary, wdio dreamed of an ideal world all 
animals and no men and who, just before dying, laid 
down one of the basic principles of Animalism: "Four 
legs good, two legs bad.” l^en tyrannical man was 
evicted, life on the farm became a veritable Garden of 
Eden for beasts. Animal equality reigned. All were 
happy In knowing that each was working for the com- 
mon good and not for man. Their produce was their 
own. Eggs, milk, and the fruits of the soil were equal- 
ly distributed. Soon, however, it was agreed that, 
since milk and appln were proven to emtain sub- 
ttancea that help^ the brain in its work, the brain 
woskera should get more milk and apples than the 
reet. TTie pi^ were the brain workers in this society, 
Napoleon and Snowf(d . being the outstanding onni' 
among them. 

Under tbs leadership of thesd two and later of 
Napoleon alone, Snowball having been liquidated, Ani- 
mal Farm industrialized, commercialized, propagan- 
dized, and'mlUtariied. b ehort, it became dyilized. 
Be as to further this progre^ some of tiie principles of 


Animalism had to be reinterpreted to suit the braiii 
workers. To the original “All animals are equal" was 
appended "but some anipials art' more equal than 
others"; and. “Four legs good, two legs bad” was 
amended to “Foiu- legs good, two legs better.” And 
Inunedletely followed the day when pigs walked about - 
on their hind legs, and the treatment of the four-legged 
animals by the pigs was the'same as tluit by man. The 
locial and biological evolution had come about. 

The author dbesn’t bother to state explicitly which 
little pig is Lenin or which little pig is Stalin, or that 
a third Uttle pig met with death in Ilexico and that 
the fourth attended the Paris Peace Conference recent-, 
ly. The author’s intent is unmistakeable, nevertheless, 
and the- reader’s enjoyment full, except for a few dol- 
drums in the middle of the book. But then, if you 
think you are stuck with one more addition to your li- 
brary, you can always find a Russophile f Head to give 
it to as a (Christmas present — Or borrow it from Lisner 
Library.

' i am a native of the District and was a student 
at G. W. before the war. I hope niy qualifications to 
criticize this University's short-sighted and illiberal 
discrimination policies have passed your- scrutiny, 
Messrs. Coleman and Price, I’m also a combat vet if 
that mates any dlfferer^. 

And what I want to say was wonderfully summar- 
ized in an editorial in the Washington Post— -an editori- 
al which should be waved under the noses of the pres- 
ent Administration at this school. It read. In part, 
“The action of the George Washington University in 
a real sense ak a trustee for the community. Is an ac- 
tion W&h dri>ases its standing as an institution of 
learning. 

“. . . One would suppose It, as a seat of scholarship, 
to be above prejudice. One would suppose It, as a place 
of learning, religious in origin and consecrate to ‘ 
dudstian ideals, to be above the meanness that would 
deny men opportunity for entertainment on account qf 
the color of their skins. One would suppose it as an - 
academic institution, professedly devote to the vital 
principles of the American society to be above so re- 
actionary a' flouting of them.”

I would Hke to take, this opportunity of extending 
my compliments to members of the staff 'who have 
maintained the paper oh a high level of journalistic 
Integrity. .

However, there are 
many indications that such students are not necessari- 
ly in the minority. We can only hope that these vo- 
dferous, agitating uneducables are fewer in number 
than the noise they generate evidences.

I guess that one of the great and amaxing 
things about any game, whether it be football, bas- 
ketbaU, baseball, etc., is that the old axiom we all 
know still holds — “AH that glitters is not gold. HIHH^B 

Taking a look at the Itatlstics one can be 
nothing less than dumbfounded by the final score. First down 
were 12 to 3 for the Colonials. The “great” Georgetown defenses 
were pierced almost at will by the Buff for a total yardage of 244. 
The Hoyas, on the other hand, could only manage a total of 71 
yards through what has been called a "cheesecloth" line and' 
"kindergarten” secondary. 

That's the way it reads all the way down the line except for 
that column labeled touchdowns, where it says Georgetown 3, 
G. W. 1. 

Still evident though, Is the constantly rising student spirit at 
the University. And even more encouraging is a noticeable stirring 
of the heretofore unmovable faculty at the school. It is a great 
day in the history of this staid Institution when members of the 
faculty actually pass even derogatory comments about a varsity 
team. 

But when a group of professors is overheard cursing the out- 
come of a football game and wishing that the teams could meet 
again next week, it's time for all those faithful followers of the 
Colonials to breathe deeply. Sure enough, a silver lining is break- 
ing through dark clouds. 

If this University had a faculty composed of a thousand Dr. 
Wood Grays, each Monday morning would consist of a lecture on 
school spirit and a fighting football team, And it would be well 
worth it. The five minutes which Dr. Gray spent praising the 
football team is another link in the chain of a University which is 
slowly reaching maturity. 

And that Colonial team deserved every bit of praise being 
thrown its way. I can't remember a time when a team played 
better football than those wearers of the Buff and Blue played 
last Saturday. And I can't remember a time when Lady L^ 
ever deserted a team so completely as she did that team last Sat- 
urday. 

Tackle Harvey Shipman played the game of his life, smearing 
play after play the Hoyas threw his way. Center Ed Gustafson 
was as brilliant as ever. Tackle Carl Butkaa was that 'Tmmovabla 
object." Johnny Shullenbarger played his heart out Ray Truck 
catapulted his small frame through Hilltop players time after 
time, until taken to the hospital with two brokm ribs. Larry 
Karuba went to the hrapltal with a broken ankle after four bruis- 
ing plays. And Stan Burack broke up play after play around his 
end. Hank Auguiesewlcz and Dixie Howell made mince meat of 
the Georgetown line. End Dick Koester, who suffered the toughest 
breaks of all, fought with tears in his eyes. Fullback Art Kennedy 
refused to be stopped by determined Hoya gridmen. 

All this should add up to an overwhelming victory for the 
Colonial footballers, but It didn’t. 

There was one other imm on the field that day. As sure as I 
sit writing this article, the Devil ran right alongside the Royal Blue 
Express last Saturday.
